Elimination  of  Sceeening  Requirement  with  Respect  to  Potted  Plants  Under 
the  Asiatic-Beetle  and  the  Asiatic-Garden-Beetle  Quarantine 

(Approved  January  8,  1930  ;  effective  January  8,  1930) 

(Modification  of  par.  (d) ,  sec.  B  (4),  of  regulation  5,  under  Quarantine  No.  66) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 259 

Pending  later  revision  of  the  Asiatic-beetle  and  the  Asiatic-garden-beetle 
quarantine  regulations,  it  is  ordered  that  paragraph  (d)  of  section  B  (4), 
regulation  5,  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine 
No.  '66,  which  were  promulgated  March  2,  1929,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

REGULATION  5.  RESTRICTIONS  ON  THE  MOVEMENT  OF  NURSERY  AND  ORNAMENTAL  STOCK 

Section  B.  Conditions  of  certification 

(4)  id)  Plants  potted  in  certified  soil  (see  regulation  6)  in  nurseries  or  greenhouses  of 
Class  III  and  placed  in  beds  in  the  open  during  the  period  October  16  to  June  14  may  be 
certified  by  the  inspector  for  interstate  shipment  to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas 
upon  compliance  with  the  following  conditions  performed  under  the  direction  and  "super- 
vision of,  and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  such  inspector :  The  soil  in  beds 
on  which  the  pots  are  placed  shall  have  been  treated  not  less  than  three  months  previous 
to  the  time  the  pots  are  placed  in  the  beds  with  arsenate  of  lead  powder  applied  uniformly 
at  the  rate  of  1,500  pounds  to  the  acre,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of,  and  in 
manner  and  by  method,  satisfactory  to.  the  inspector  ;  no  pots  shall  be  placed  within  3  feet 
of  soil  which  has  not  been  treated  ;  before  pots  are  placed  on  treated  beds  careful  soil 
examination  shall  be  made  of  the  beds  and  their  freedom  from  infestation  determined  by 
the  inspector. 

This  amendment  corresponds  with  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 260,  modifying  the  Japanese- 
beetle  quarantine  regulations  (seventh  revision)  both  having  the  effect  of 
eliminating  the  requirement  that  screens  must  be  placed,  in  the  bottom  of 
each  pot  for  plants  which  are  to  be  shipped  interstate  from  certain  nursery 
and  greenhouse  premises  located  in  areas  regulated  under  the  quarantines 
on  account  of  the  Japanese  beetle,  the  Asiatic  beetle,  and  the  Asiatic  garden 
beetle.

NOTICE   OF   LIFTING   OF  ASIATIC-BEETLE   AND   ASIATIC   GARDEN-BEETLE 

QUARANTINE 

(Effective  on  and  after  March  1,  1930) 

The  fact  has  been  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  as  a  result 
of  investigations  and  surveys,  that  the  habits  and  economic  status  of  the 
Asiatic  beetle  (Anomala  orientalis  Waterhouse),  and  the  Asiatic  garden  beetle 
(Aserica  castanea  Arrow),  on  account  of  which  insects  Notice  of  Quarantine 
No.  66,  with  regulations,  was  promulgated  March  2.  1929,  effective  March  15, 
1929,  and  which  covered  the  entire  State  of  New  Jersey,  the  entire  District 
of  Columbia,  and  certain  portions  of  the  States  of  New  York,  Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia,  do  not  warrant  the  maintenance  of  a  Federal 
quarantine  on  account  of  these  two  insects.  Both  insects  can  be  effectively  con- 
trolled by  methods  and  materials  now  available  for  the  treatment  of  lawns 
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and  grass  plots,  and,  so  far  as  known,  the  principal  injury  by  Aserica  castanea 
and  the  sole  injury  by  Anomala  orientalis  is  to  lawns  and  grass  plots. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  authority 
conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act,  approved  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315), 
as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.  1134, 
1165),  do  hereby  remove  and  revoke  the  quarantine  placed  by  said  Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  66  upon  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Srate  of  New  Jersey,  and 
portions  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia 
and  do  also  hereby  revoke  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
such  revocation  to  take  effect  on  March  1,  1930.

Instruction  to  Postmasters 
removal  of  quarantine  on  account  of  the  asiatic  beetle  and  asiatic  garden

Of  course,  the  requirements  of 
paragraph  2,  section  467,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  governing  the  acceptance 
for  mailing  of  plant  material  for  propagation,  must  be  observed.

QUARANTINE  (NO.  43) 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO   POSTMASTERS

Postmaster, 

My  Dear  Sir:  There  is  inclosed  for  your  information  and  guidance  a  copy 
of  the  revised  regulations  under  Quarantine  Order  No.  43  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  on  account  of  the  European  corn  borer,  which 
became  effective  December  16,  1929. 

This  revision  supersedes  all  previous  regulations  and  amendments,  and  your 
careful  attention  is  invited  to  the  introductory  note,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  quarantined  areas  have  been  enlarged  in  the  States  of  Connecticut, 
Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Vermont,  and  West 
Virginia ;  that  the  limitation  on  the  quantity  of  cleaned  shelled  corn  which  may 
be  shipped  without  certification  or  other  restriction  is  25  pounds,  instead  of 
2  pounds  as  heretofore ;  that  the  unrestricted  movement  of  sweet  corn  on  the 
cob  from  New  York  City  during  the  months  of  May  and  June  is  allowed ;  and 
that  the  special  restrictions  applying  to  Maine  as  to  entry  of  the  restricted 
articles  from  the  regulated  areas  outside  that  State  have  been  removed. 

You  are  requested  to  see  that  all  the  requirements  of  the  quarantine  order 
are  carefully   observed  at  your  office.     See  paragraph  1,   section  467,  Postal 
Laws  and  Regulations.

ADMINISTRATIVE   INSTRUCTIONS 

Elimination  of  Screening  Requirements  With  Respect  to  Potted  Plants 
Under  the  Japanese-Beetle  Quarantine 

(Approved  January  8,  1930;  effective  January  8,  1930) 

(Modification  of  par.   (d),  sec.  B   (4),  of  regulation  6,  under  Quarantine  No.  48,  revised) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 260 

Pending  later  revision  of  the  Japanese-beetle  quarantine  regulations,  it  is 
ordered  that  paragraph  (d)  of  section  B  (4),  regulation  6,  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  (seventh  revision)  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48, 
which  were  promulgated  on  January  25,  1929,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

REGULATION     6.    RESTRICTIONS    ON    THE    MOVEMENT    OF    NURSERY    AND    ORNAMENTAL 

STOCK 

Section  B.  Conditions  of  certification 

(4)  (d)  Plants  potted  in  certified  soil  (see  regulation  7)  in  nurseries  or  greenhouses  of 
Class  II  or  Class  III  and  placed  in  beds  in  the  open  during  the  period  October  16  to  June 
14  may  be  certified  by  the  inspector  for  interstate  shipment  to  points  outside  the  regulated 
area  upon  compliance  with  the  following  conditions  performed  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of,  and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  such  inspector  :  The  soil 
in  beds  on  which  the  pots  are  placed  must  have  been  treated  not  less  than  three  months 
previous  to  the  time  the  pots  are  placed  in  the  beds  with  arsenate  of  lead  powder  applied 
uniformly  at  the  rate  of  1.500  pounds  to  the  acre,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of, 
and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  the  inspector ;  no  pots  shall  be  placed  within 
3  feet  of  soil  which  has  not  been  treated ;  before  pots  are  placed  on  treated  beds  careful 
soil  examination  shall  be  made  of  the  beds  and  their  freedom  from  infestation  determined 
by  the  inspector. 

The  effect  of  the  above  amendment  is  the  elimination  of  the  requirement  that 
screens  must  be  placed  in  the  bottom  of  each  pot  used  for  plants  which  are  to 
be  shipped  interstate  from  nursery  and  greenhouse  premises  of  Class  II  and 
Class  III  located  in  areas  regulated  under  the  Japanese-beetle  quarantine,  the 
object  of  the  screen  being  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  beetle  larvae  through  the 
drainage  hole.  The  plants  concerned  must  be  potted  in  certified  soil  and  placed 
in  beds  the  soil  of  which  has  been  treated  with  lead  arsenate,  and  experience 
with  this  method  of  treatment  indicates  that  it  constitutes  a  complete  safe- 
guard against  infestation.  The  elimination  of  the  screening  requirement  is 
therefore  possible  without  involving  risk  of  spread.

REVISION    OF   QUARANTINE  AND   REGULATIONS 

Introductory  Note 
P.  Q.  C.  A.— Q48 

The  most  important  modifications  included  in  the  revision  of  the  Japanese- 
beetle  quarantine  regulations  which  follow  are  the  extension  of  the  regulated 
area  to  include  one  county  in  Massachusetts  as  well  as  certain  new  territory  in 
Connecticut,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Delaware,  and  Virginia,  and 
the  division  of  the  regulated  area  into  generally  and  lightly  infested  areas. 
Restrictions  on  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products  will  apply  to  such 
movement  from  the  generally  infested  area  but  will  not  affect  the  movement 
of  these  articles  from  the  lightly  infested  areas.  Regulations  governing  the 
interstate  shipment  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  and  of  sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  and  manure,  will  apply  from  the  generally  infested  area  to  the 
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lightly  infested  areas  as  well  as  from  either  to  points  entirely  outside  the 
regulated  areas. 

A  further  change  of  interest  to  shippers  consists  of  a  modification  of  the 
provision  [reg.  6,  sec,  A(l)]  exempting  certain  bulbs  from  certification.  This 
exemption  has  heretofore  been  limited  to  four  named  varieties  of  bulbs,  but  will 
in  the  future  apply  as  well  to  other  dormant  true  bulbs,  corms,  and  tubers, 
when  shipped  without  fibrous  roots  and  free  from  soil.

Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48  (Seventh  Revision) 
(Approved  February  21,  1930  ;  effective  March  1,  1930) 

I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  it  is 
necessary  to  quarantine  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Massa- 
chusetts, New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  (Popillia  japonica 
Newm.),  a  dangerous  insect  new  to  and  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or 
distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United  States. 

Now,  therefore,  under  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant  quaran- 
tine act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  4,  1917  (39  stat.  1134,  1165),  and  having  duly  given  the  public 
hearing  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  said  States  of  Connecticut,  Dela- 
ware, Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Virginia,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  effective  on  and  after  March  1,  1930. 
Hereafter,  under  the  authority  of  said  act  of  August  20,  1912,  amended  as  afore- 
said (1)  farm,  garden, .  and  orchard  products  of  all  kinds;  (2)  grain  and 
forage  crops  of  all  kinds;  (3)  nursery,  ornamental,  and  greenhouse  stock,  and 
all  other  plants;  and  (4)  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  shall 
not  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  trans- 
portation or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved, 
or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  any  of  said  quarantined  States  or  District  into 
or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  in 
manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules 
and  regulations  hereinafter  made  and  amendments  thereto :  Provided,  That 
the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto  may  be  limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or  which  may 
be  hereafter,  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas 
when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcement  of 
the  aforesaid  rules  and  regulations  as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle :  Provided  further,  That  such  limi- 
tation shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  said  State  providing  for  and  enforcing 
such  control  measures  with  respect  to  such  regulated  areas  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  Japanese  beetle  therefrom  to  other  parts  of  the  State.

Rules  and  Regulations  (Eighth  Revision)  Supplemental  to  Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  48 

(Approved  February  21,  1930;  effective  March  1,  1930) 

REGULATION    1.    DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Japanese  beetle. — The  insect  known  as  the  Japanese  beetle  (Popillia 
japonica  Newm.),  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(&)  The  terms  "infested,"  "infestation,"  and  the  like,  relate  to  infestation 
with  the  Japanese  beetle. 
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(c)  Quarantined  area. — Any  State  or  District  quarantined  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle. 

(d)  Regulated  area. — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  or  District  which  is 
now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture in  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48,  as 
revised. 

(e)  Farm  products. — Those  products  included  in  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48 
under  items  (1)  and  (2)  ;  namely,  farm,  garden,,  and  orchard  products  of  all 
kinds ;  grain  and  forage  crops  of  all  kinds. 

(f)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock. — Nursery,  ornamental,  and  greenhouse 
stock  and  all  other  plants,  plant  roots,  cut  flowers,  or  other  portions  of  plants 
for  ornamental  use. 

(g)  Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure. — Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  and  manure  of  any  kind  and  as  to  either  bulk  movement  or  in  connec- 
tion with  farm  products  or  nursery  and  ornamental  stock. 

(h)  Certified  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure. — Sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  or  manure  determined  by  the  inspector  as  uninfested  and  so 
certified. 

(0  Certified  greenhouse. — A  greenhouse  or  similar  establishment  which  has 
complied  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  with  the  conditions  imposed  in 
regulation  6.  This  term  may  apply  also  to  potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hot- 
beds, coldframes,  or  similar  plots  or  to  storage  houses,  packing  sheds,  or  stores 
treated  or  otherwise  safeguarded  in  manner  and  method  sat  sfactory  to  the 
inspector. 

(;)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION    2.  LIMITATION  OF  RESTRICTIONS   TO  REGULATED  AREAS 

Conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  State  concerned  with  the 
provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48  (seventh  revision),  the  restrict'ons 
provided  in  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  plants  and  plant 
products  and  other  articles  enumerated  in  said  notice  of  quarantine  will  be 
limited  to  such  movement  from  the  areas  in  such  State  now  or  hereafter 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas. 

REGULATION    3.    REGULATED   AREAS  ;    GENERALLY  AND   LIGHTLY   INFESTED   AREAS 

(1)  Regulated  areas. — In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quaran- 
tine No.  48  (seventh  revision),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regu- 
lated areas  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the  States,  counties,  townships, 
towns,  cities,  hundreds,  and  election  districts,  listed  below,  including  all  cities, 
towns,  boroughs,  or  other  political  subdivisions  within  their  limits : 

Connecticut. — The  entire  State. 

Delaware. — Counties  of  New  Castle  and  Kent;  and  the  hundreds  of  Broad 
Creek,  Cedar  Creek,  Gumboro,  Little  Creek,  Nanticoke,  North  West  Fork,  and 
Seaford,  in  Sussex  County. 

District  of  Columbia. — The  entire  District. 

Maryland. — Counties  of  Anne  Arundel,  Baltimore,  Caroline.  Carroll,  Cecil. 
Dorchester,  Frederick,  Harford,  Howard.  Kent,  Montgomery,  Prince  Georges, 
Queen  Annes,  Talbot,  Washington,  and  Wicomico;  and  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Massachusetts. — County  of  Hampden. 

New  Jersey. — The  entire   State. 

New  York. — Counties  of  Dutchess,  Nassau,  Orange,  Putnam,  Rockland,  Suf 
folk,  and  Westchester;  New  York  City  (including  the  boroughs  of  Bronx, 
Brooklyn,  Manhattan,  Richmond  and  Queens)  ;  towns  of  Binghamton,  Conklin, 
Dickinson,  Kirkwood,  Union,  and  Vestal,  and  the  city  of  Binghamton  in 
Broome  County;  towns  of  Esopus,  Lloyd,  Marlborough,  and  Ulster,  and  the  city 
of  Kingston,  in   Ulster  County. 

Pennsylvania. — Counties  of  Adams,  Berks,  Bradford,  Bucks,  Carbon,  Chester 
Columbia,  Cumberland,  Dauphin,  Delaware,  Franklin,  Juniata,  Lackawanna, 
Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Luzerne,  Mifflin,  Monroe,  Montgomery,  Montour, 
Northampton,  Northumerland,  Perry,  Philadelphia.  Schuylkill,  Snyder,  Sulli- 
van, Susquehanna,  Union,  Wyoming,  and  York ;  townships  of  Armstrong,  Clin- 
ton, Eldred,  Fairfield,  Franklin,  Jordan,  Loyalsock,  Mill  Creek,  Moreland, 
Muncy,  Muncy  Creek,  Old  Lycoming,  Penn,  Shrewsbury,  Upper  Fairfield,  and 
Wolf,  and  the  city  of  Williamsport,  in  Lycoming  County. 

Virginia. — Counties  of  Arlington  and  Fairfax;  city  of  Alexandria. 
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(2)  For  the  purpose  of  regulating  inspection  and  transportation,  the  terri- 
tory designated  above  is  divided  into  two  classes  of  areas  to  be  known  as  the 
"  generally  infested  area  "  and  the  "  lightly  infested  areas,"  respectively. 

(3)  Generally  infested  area. — The  following  States,  counties,  townships, 
towns,  cities,  hundreds,  and  election  districts,  including  all  cities,  towns,  bor- 
oughs, and  other  political  subdivisions  lying  within  their  limits,  shall  comprise 
the  generally  infested  area : 

Connecticut. — Towns  of  Bridgeport,  Darien,  Easton,  Fairfield,  Greenwich, 
New  Canaan,  Norwalk,  Shelton,  Stamford,  Stratford,  Trumbull,  Weston,  West- 
port,  and  Wilton,  in  Fairfield  County;  towns  of  Ansonia,  Derby,  East  Haven, 
Hamden,  Milford,  New  Haven,  North  Haven,  Orange,  Seymour,  West  Haven, 
and  Woodbridge,  in  New  Haven  County. 

Delaware. — Counties  of  New  Castle  and  Kent;  hundred  of  Cedar  Creek  in 
Sussex  County. 

Maryland. — Counties  of  Baltimore,  Cecil,  and  Harford ;  election  district  No. 
5  in  Anne  Arundel  County;  election  districts  of  Elkridge  (No.  1),  and  Ellicott 
City  (No.  2),  in  Howard  County;  and  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

New   Jersey. — The  entire   State. 

New  York. — Counties  of  Nassau,  Orange,  Putnam,  Rockland,  and  West- 
chester; New  York  City  (including  the  boroughs  of  Bronx,  Brooklyn,  Man- 
hattan, Richmond,  and  Queens)  ;  county  of  Suffolk,  except  Fishers  Island; 
town  of  Fishkill  in  Dutchess  County.

ing, Penn,  Shrewsbury,  Upper  Fairfield,  and  Wolf,  and  the  city  of  Williamsport, 
in  Lycoming  County;  townships  of  Penn,  Rye,  and  Wheatfield,  in  Perry  County. 

(4)  Lightly  infested  areas. — The  following  States,  counties,  townships,  towns, 
cities,  hundreds,  and  election  districts,  including  all  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  and 
other  political  subdivisions  lying  within  their  limits,  shall  comprise  the  lightly 
infested  areas: 

Connecticut. — Counties  of  Hartford,  Litchfield,  Middlesex,  New  London,  Tol- 
land, and  Windham;  towns  of  Bethel,  Brookfield,  Danbury,  Monroe,  New  Fair- 
field, Newtown,  Redding,  Ridgefield,  and  Sherman,  in  Fairfield  County;  towns 
of  Beacon  Falls,  Bethany,  Branford,  Cheshire,  Guilford,  Madison,  Meriden, 
Middlebury,  Naugatuck,  North  Branford,  Oxford,  Prospect,  Southbury,  Walling- 
ford,  Waterbury,  and  Wolcott,  in  New  Haven  County. 

Delaware. — The  hundreds  of  Broad  Creek,  Gumboro,  Little  Creek,  Nanticoke, 
North  West  Fork,  and  Seaford,  in  Sussex  County. 

District   of   Columbia. — The   entire   District. 

Maryland. — Counties  of  Caroline,  Carroll,  Dorchester,  Frederick,  Kent,  Mont- 
gomery, Prince  Georges,  Queen  Annes,  Talbot,  Washington,  and  Wicomico ; 
County  of  Anne  Arundel,  except  election  district  No.  5;  election  districts  of 
Clarksville  (No.  5),  Guilford  (No.  6),  Lisbon  (No.  4),  and  West  Friendship 
(No.  3),  in  Howard  County. 

Massachusetts. — County  of  Hampden. 

New  York. — County  of  Dutchess,  except  the  town  of  Fishkill ;  towns  of  Bing- 
hampton,  Conklin,  Dickinson,  Kirkwood,  Union,  and  Vestal,  and  the  city  of  Bing- 
hamton,  in  Broome  County;  Fishers  Island  in  Suffolk  County;  towns  of 
Esopus,  Lloyd,  Marlborough,  and  Ulster,  and  the  city  of  Kingston,  in  Ulster 
County. 

_  Pennsylvania. — Counties  of  Bradford,  Franklin,  Juniata,  Mifflin,  Snyder,  Sul- 
livan, Susquehanna,  Union,  and  Wyoming;  townships  of  Butler,  Franklin,  Free- 
dom, Hamiltonban,  Highland,  Liberty,  and  Menallen,  in  Adams  County ;  town- 
ships of  Cooke,  Dickinson,  Frankford,  Hopewell,  Lower  Mifflin,  Newton,  North

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REGULATION   4.    EXTENSION  OR  REDUCTION  OF  REGULATED  AREAS 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  regulation  3  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice  of  any 
extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in  writing 
to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  or  through  the  States  in 
which  such  areas  are  located  and  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
selected  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which  the  areas 
affected  are  located. 

REGULATION    5.    RESTRICTIONS   ON   THE   MOVEMENT  OF  FARM   PRODUCTS 

Section  A.  Control  of  movement 

(1)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products 
from  points  in  the  lightly  infested  areas. 

(2)  Farm  products  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from 
any  point  in  the  generally  infested  area  to  or  through  an  point  outside  thereof 
unless  a  certificate  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  an  inspector,  except  as 
follows : 

(a)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products 
between  October  16  and  June  14,  inclusive. 

(b)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  following 
products  at  any  time  of  the  year :  Potatoes  and  sweet  potatoes  when  free  from 
soil,  watermelons,  dried  fruits,  dried  vegetables,  seeds,  grains,  mushrooms, 
onion  sets,  or  broomcorn ;  nor  on  such  movement  of  hay  and  straw  packing 
when  used  with  articles  other  than  fruits  and  vegetables. 

(c)  No  certificate  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  prod- 
ucts on  a  through  bill  of  lading  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation 
through  a  regulated  area  or  from  a  lightly  infested  area  through  the  generally 
infested  area  to  another  lightly  infested  area. 

Section  B.  Conditions  of  certification 

Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products  to 
points  outside  the  generally  infested  area  between  June  15  and  October  15, 
inclusive,  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

( 1 )  •  When  the  farm  products  have  actually  been  inspected  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  three  from  infestation.  The  number 
of  inspection  points  for  such  certification  will  be  limited  and  their  location 
determined  by  shipping  needs  and  further  conditioned  on  the  establishment  at 
such  points  of  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  handling  and  safe- 
guarding of  such  shipments  during  inspection.  Such  inspection  may  be  discon- 
tinued and  certification  withheld  by  the  inspector  during  periods  of  general  or 
unusual  flight  of  the  beetles. 

(2)  When  the  farm  products  have  been  handled  or  treated  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  inspector  in  manner  and  by  method  to  free  them  from  any  infes- 
tation. 

(3)  When  the  farm  products  have  originated  outside  of  the  generally  in- 
fested area  and  are  to  be  shipped  directly  from  the  freight  yards  or  unloading 
docks,  under  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  safeguarding  of 
such  shipments  pending  certification  and  reshipment.  Certificates  on  this  basis 
will  be  issued  without  inspection  only  for  shipment  from  markets  or  transfer 
points  which  are  not  subject  to  infestation  within  such  market  or  transfer  point. 

(4)  When  the  farm  products  were  grown  in  districts  where  the  fact  has 
been  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  that  no  infestation  exists 
and  are  to  be  shipped  directly  from  the  farms  where  grown  to  points  outside 
the  generally  infested  area. 

REGULATION     6.    RESTRICTIONS    ON     THE    MOVEMENT    OF    NURSERY    AND    ORNAMENTAL 

STOCK 

Section  A.   Control  of  movement 

Nursery  and  ornamental  ."tock  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
interstate  from  the  regulated  areas  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof,  nor 
from  the  generally  infested  area  to  or  through  the  lightly  infested  areas,  unless 
a  certificate  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  inspector,  except  as  follows:

(1)  True  bulbs,1  conns,  and  tubers  when  dormant,  without  fibrous  roots,  and 
free  from  soil,  are  exempt  from  the  requirement  of  certification,  except  that  this 
exemption  does  not  apply  to  dahlias. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  when  reshipped  directly  from 
the  docks  or  freight  yards  of  the  port  of  entry  in  the  original  container  and 
labeled  as  to  each  container  with  a  copy  certificate  of  the  country  from  which 
it  was  exported,  a  statement  of  the  general  nature  and  quantity  of  the  contents, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  the  country  and  locality  where 
grown. 

(3)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  between  October  16 
and  June  14.  inclusive,  of  cut  flowers,  and  of  portions  of  plants  without  roots 
and  free  from  soil  (such  as  branches  and  twigs  of  trees  and  shrubs,  scions, 
Christmas  trees,  holly,  laurel,  sphagnum  moss,  and  fish  grass). 

(4)  No  certificate  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery 
and  ornamental  stock  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regulated 
area  when  such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

Section  B.  Conditions  of  Certification 

For  the  purpose  of  certification  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  nurseries, 
greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the  movement  of  such  stock  will 
be  classified  as  follows : 

(1)  Class  I. — Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the 
movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  in  districts  included  in  the  regu- 
lated areas,  but  in  which  districts  neither  grubs  in  the  soil  nor  beetles  have 
been  found,  may  be  classified  as  Class  I.  Upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  subsection  (7)  of  this  section,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  may  be 
certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such  premises  without  further 
inspection  and  without  meeting  the  safeguards  prescribed  as  a  condition  of 
interstate  shipment  of  plants  originating  in  nurseries  or  greenhouses  of  Classes 
II  and  III. 

(2)  Class  II. — Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the 
movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  in  districts  recently  or  scantily  in- 
fested by  the  beetle,  but  in  which  nurseries  or  greenhouses  no  beetles  have  been 
found  and  in  which  it  has  not  been  possible  to  determine  any  soil  invasion  may 
be  classified  as  Class  II.  Upon  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  subsections 
(3)  and  (7)  of  this  section,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  may  be  certified  by 
the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such  premises  upon  determination  that  the 
stock  concerned  is  free  from  infestation.  Such  determination  may  be  made 
either  (a)  by  complete  removal  of  the  soil  from  such  stock;  or  (o)  by  inspection 
of  the  outside  of  the  soil  ball  and  removal  and  inspection  of  the  upper  4  inches 
of  the  soil  therefrom;  or  (c)  in  the  case  of  plants  (such  as  azaleas)^  which 
would  be  injured  by  such  removal,  by  inspection  and  removal  of  the  soil  from 
not  less  than  5  per  cent  of  the  plants  and  by  intensive  examination  of  the  soil 
in  the  block  concerned;  or  (d)  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  that  the 
plants  concerned  were  produced  in  a  certified  greenhouse. 

(3)  Greenhouses  of  Class  II  may  be  certified  upon  compliance  with  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  with  respect  to  the  greenhouses  themselves  and  to  all  potting 
beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hotbeds,  coldframes.  and  similar  plots : 

(a)  Prior  to  introduction  into  nurseries  or  greenhouses,  sand.  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  or  manure  taken  from  areas  in  which  Class  II  or  Class  III  nur- 
series or  greenhouses  are  located,  or  which  may  have  been  exposed  to  infesta- 
tion, must  be  sterilized  or  fumigated  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of. 
and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to.  the  inspector.  If  such  treated 
sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  or  manure  is  not  to  be  immediately  used  in 
such  greenhouses  it  must  be  protected  from  possible  infestation  in  manner  and 
by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(b)  All  potted  plants  placed  in  certified  greenhouses  of  Class  II  and  all 
potted  plants  to  be  certified  for  interstate  movement  therefrom  (i)  shall  be 
potted  in  certified  soil,  (ii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  at  any  time  between  June 
15  and  October  15,  inclusive,  be  kept  in  screened  frames  while  outdoors,  and 

1  The  interstate  movement  of  narcissus  bulbs  is  subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  Supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  62.  Narcissus  Bulb 
Quarantine. 
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shall  be  subject  to  a  careful  inspection  of  tbe  soil  from  not  less  than  10  per 
cent  of  the  plants  so  placed,  (iii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  during  any  part  of 
the  year,  be  placed  in  beds  in  which  the  soil  has  been  treated  in  manner  and 
by  method  approved  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  to 
eliminate  infestation,  and  (iv)  shall  comply  with  such  other  safeguards  as  may 
be  required  by  the  inspector. 

(4)  Class  III. —  (a)  Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in 
the  movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  on  which  either  grubs  in  the 
soil  or  beetles  have  been  found  will  be  classified  as  Class  III.  Such  classifica- 
tion also  may  be  given  to  nurseries,  etc..  in  localities  known  to  be  generally 
infested  where  beetles  or  grubs  are  found  in  the  immediate  proximity  of  such 
nurseries,  etc.,  on  adjacent  property  or  properties.  In  the  case  of  nursery 
properties  under  single  ownership  and  management  but  represented  by  parcels 
of  land  widely  separated,  such  parcels  may  be  independently  classified  either 
as  Class  II  or  Class  III  upon  compliance  with  such  conditions  and  safeguards 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  inspector.  Similarly,  unit  nursery  properties,  which 
would  otherwise  fall  in  Class  III,  may  be  open  to  subdivision,  for  the  purpose 
of  rating  such  subdivisions  in  Classes  II  or  III,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the 
inspector  such  action  is  warranted  by  recent  and  scanty  infestation  limited 
to  a  portion  of  the  nursery  concerned:  Provided,  That  the  subdivision  contain- 
ing the  infestation  shall  be  clearly  marked  by  boundaries  of  a  permanent  nature 
which  shall  be  approximately  500  feet  beyond  the  point  where  the  infestation 
occurs. 

(6)  Upon  compliance  with  subsections  (5)  and  (7)  of  this  section,  nursery 
and  ornamental  stock  may  be  certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such 
premises  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (i)  That  the  roots  shall 
be  treated  with  carbon  disulphide  emulsion  or  by  other  approved  means  in 
manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector;  or  (ii)  in  the  case  of 
plants  in  which  the  root  system  is  such  that  a  thorough  inspection  may  be 
made,  that  the  soil  shall  be  entirely  removed  from  the  stock  by  shaking  or 
washing,  or  (iii)  that  it  shall  be  shown  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspector 
that  the  plants  concerned  were  produced  in  a  certified  greenhouse. 

(5)  Greenhouses  of  Class  III  may  be  certified  upon  compliance  with  all  the 
following  conditions  with  respect  to  the  greenhouses  themselves  and  to  all 
potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hotbeds,  coldframes,  and  similar  plots:. 

(a)  Ventilators,  doors,  and  all  other  openings  in  greenhouses  or  coldframes 
on  premises  in  Class  III  shall  be  kept  screened  during  the  period  of  flight  of 
the  beetle — namely,  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive — in  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(6)  Prior  to  introduction  into  nurseries  or  greenhouses,  sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  or  manure  taken  from  areas  in  which  Class  II  or  Class  III 
nurseries  or  greenhouses  are  located,  or  which  may  have  been  exposed  to 
infestation,  must  be  sterilized  or  fumigated  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of,  and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  the  inspector.  If  such 
treated  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  or  manure  is  not  to  be  immediately  used 
in  such  greenhouses  it  must  be  protected  from  possible  infestation  in  manner 
and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(c)  All  potted  plants  placed  in  certified  greenhouses  of  Class  III  and  all 
potted  plants  to  be  certified  for  interstate  movement  therefrom  (i)  shall  be 
potted  in  certified  soil,  (ii)  shall,  if 'grown  outdoors  at  any  time  between  June 
15  and  October  15.  inclusive,  be  kept  in  screened  frames  while  outdoors,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  a  careful  examination  of  the  soil  from  not  less  than  10 
per  cent  of  the  plants  so  placed,  (iii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  during  any  part 
of  the  year,  be  placed  in  beds  in  which  the  soil  shall  have  been  treated  in 
manner  and  by  method  approved  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Admin- 
istration to  eliminate  infestation,  and  (iv)  shall  comply  with  such  other  safe- 
guards as  may  be  required  by.  the  inspector. 

(6)  Cut  flowers,  and  other  parts  of  plants  without  roots  or  soil,  may  be 
certified  for  movement  either  (a)  when  they  have  been  inspected  by  an  inspec- 
tor and  found  free  from  infestation,  or  (b)  when  they  have  been  grown  in  a 
greenhouse  of  Class  I  or  in  a  certified  greenhouse  of  Class  II  or  Class  III  and 
are  transported  under  such  safeguards  as  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector 
prevent  infestation.     (See  also  section  A  (3)  of  this  regulation.) 

(7)  Nurserymen,  florists,  dealers,  and  others,  in  order  to  maintain  their 
classified  status,  (a)  shall  restrict  their  purchases  or  receipts  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock.*  sand.  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  within  the 
regulated  area  to  articles  which  have  been  certified  under  these  regulations  as 
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to  each  such  article  and  the  said  certificate  shall  accompany  the  article  when 
moved;  (&)  shall  obtain  approval  of  the  inspector  before  such  articles  are 
received  on  their  premises  or  moved  from  the  open  on  their  own  premises  into 
certified  greenhouses;  and  (c)  shall  report  immediately  on  forms  provided  for 
that  purpose  all  their  sales  or  shipments  of  such  articles  both  to  points  outside 
the  regulated  area  and  to  other  classified  nurseries  or  greenhouses  within  the 
regulated  area,  as  well  as  sales  or  shipments  from  the  generally  infested  area 
to  the  lightly  infested  area.  They  shall  also  report  immediately  in  writing  all 
purchases  or  receipts  of  such  articles  secured  from  within  the  regulated  area. 
Certification  may  be  denied  to  any  person  who  has  omitted  to  make  the  report 
or  reports  required  by  this  regulation ;  and  such  denial  of  certification  shall 
continue  until  the  information  so  omitted  has  been  supplied. 

(8)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  and  not 
reshipped  directly  from  the  docks  or  freight  yards  of  the  port  of  entry  may  be 
certified  for  movement  under  these  regulations  when  such  stock  has  been  in- 
spected by  an  inspector  and  found  free  from  infestation. 

(9)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas 
and  certified  stock  originating  in  classified  nurseries  or  greenhouses  may  be  cer- 
tified for  reshipment  from  classified  premises  other  than  those  on  which  they 
originated,  under  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  safeguarding 
of  such  stock  from  infestation  at  the  point  of  reshipment  and  en  route  and, 
when  found  advisable  by  the  inspector,  after  reinspection  and  determination 
of  freedom  from  infestation. 

REGULATION     7.     RESTRICTIONS     ON     THE     MOVEMENT     OF     SAND,     SOEL,     EARTH,     PEAT, 

Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed 
to  be  moved  interstate  from  any  point  in  the  regulated  areas  to  or  through  any 
point  outside  thereof  nor  from  the  generally  infested  area  to  or  through  the 
lightly  infested  areas,  unless  a  certificate  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by 
the  inspector  except  as  follows: 

(1)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  sand  for  con- 
struction purposes  from  the  lightly  infested  areas. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  sand,  soil, 
earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  imported  from  foreign  countries  when 
reshipped  by  the  importer  directly  from  the  docks,  freight  yards,  or  warehouses 
cf  the  port  of  entry  in  the  original  container  and  labeled  as  to  each  container 
with  a  copy  certificate  of  the  country  from  which  it  was  exported,  a  state- 
ment of  the  general  nature  and  quantity  of  the  contents,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  and  the  country  and  locality  where  grown,  and  when  the  ship- 
ment is  further  protected  in  manner  or  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(3)  No  certificate  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  sand,  soil, 
earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through 
a  regulated  area  when  such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

Section  B.  Conditions  of  certification 

Certificates  for  the  movement  of  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure 
may  be  issued  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  When  the  articles  to  be  moved  have  originated  in  districts  included  in 
the  regulated  area,  but  in  which  neither  beetles  nor  grubs  in  soil  have  been 
found. 

(2)  When  the  material  consists  of  fresh  manure  and  it  has  been  determined 
by  an  inspector  that  no  infestation  could  exist  therein. 

(3)  When  the  material  has  been  removed,  under  the  supervision  of  an 
inspector,  from  a  depth  of  more  than  12  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground 
and  either  (a)  is  to  be  moved  between  October  16  and  June  14,  inclusive,  or 
(b)  is  loaded  and  shipped  at  points  where  it  has  been  determined  by  an 
inspector  that  no  general  infestation  of  adult  beetles  exists,  or  (c)  when  the 
cars  and  loading  operations  are  protected  by  screening  under  the  direction  of 
and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(4)  When  the  material  has  been  fumigated  with  carbon  disulphide  or  other- 
wise treated  under  the  supervision  of  and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory 
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to  the  inspector.  Such  fumigation  or  treatment  will  be  required  as  a  condition 
of  certification  of  all  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure,  except  such 
as  is  loaded  and  shipped  in  compliance  with  paragraphs  (1),  (2),  or  (3) 
hereof. 

REGULATION     8.    CONDITIONS     GOVERNING    THE    PROTECTION     OF    RESTRICTED    ARTICLES 
FROM    INFESTATION    WHILE    IN    TRANSIT 

Farm  products,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  and  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  and  manure,  moving  interstate  from  or  through  the  generally  infested 
area  to  points  outside  thereof  between  June  15  and- October  15,  inclusive,  shall 
at  all  times  while  they  are  in  the  generally  infested  area,  be  screened,  covered, 
or  otherwise  protected  in  manner  or  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for 
safeguarding  the  articles  from  infestation. 

REGULATION    9.    MARKING    AND    CERTIFICATION    A    CONDITION    OF    INTERSTATE 

TRANSPORTATION 

Every  car,  vehicle,  box,  basket,  or  other  container  of  the  articles  listed,  the 
interstate  movement  of  which  is  restricted  in  regulations  5,  6,  and  7,  shall  be 
plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignee  and  shall  bear  a  certificate  showing  the  contents  to 
be  apparently  free  from  infestation. 

The  inspection  certificate  in  the  case  of  carload  and  other  bulk  shipments 
shall  accompany  the  waybill,  conductor's  manifest,  memorandum,  or  bill  of 
lading  pertaining  to  such  shipment,  or  in  the  case  of  truck  or  other  road  vehicle 
the  certificate  shall  accompany  the  vehicle. 

PEGULATLON    10.   CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  INSPECTION  AND  ISSUANCE  OF  CERTIFICATES 

Persons  intending  to  move  or  allow  to  be  moved  interstate  any  of  the  articles 
the  movement  of  which  is  restricted  in  regulations  5,  6,  and  7  shall  make 
application  for  inspection  and  certification  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the 
probable  date  of  shipment,  specifying  in  the  application  the  article  and  quantity 
to  be  shipped,  method  of  shipment,  name  and  address  of  the  consignor,  and 
name  and  address  of  the  consignee. 

Applicants  for  inspection  will  be  required  to  assemble  the  articles  at  such 
points  as  the  inspector  shall  designate  and  to  so  place  them  that  inspection 
may  readily  be  made ;  if  not  so  placed,  inspection  may  be  refused.  All  charges 
for  storage,  cartage,  and  labor  incident  to  inspection,  other  than  the  services  of 
the  inspector,  shall  be  paid  by  the  shipper. 

Where  the  apparent  absolute  freedom  from  infestation  of  any  of  the  articles 
enumerated  can  not  be  determined  by  the  inspector,  certification  will  be  refused. 

REGULATION     It.    CANCELLATION    OF    CERTIFICATES 

Certificates  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  by 
the  inspector  and  further  certification  refused,  either  for  any  failure  of  com- 
pliance with  the  conditions  of  these' regulations  or  violation  of  them,  or  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  the  further  use  of  such  certificates  might 
result  in  the  dissemination  of  infestation. 

REGULATION     12.    INSPECTION    IN    TRANSIT 

Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,'  box,  or  other  container  moved  interstate  or  offered 
to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  interstate,  which  contains  or  which  thej 
inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  articles  the  movement  of  which 
is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection 
by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 

REGULATION    13.    THOROUGH    CLEANING    REQUIRED    OF    TRUCKS.    WAGONS,    CARS,    BOATS, 
AND    OTHER    VEHICLES    BEFORE    MOVING    INTERSTATE 

Trucks,  wagons,  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in 
transporting  any  article  covered  by  these  regulations  within  the  regulated 
areas  shall  not  thereafter  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  until

they  have  been  thoroughly  swept  and  cleaned  by  the  carrier  at  the  point  of 
unloading  or  destination. 

REGULATION    14.    SHIPMENTS    BY   THE    UNITED-    STATES    DEPARTMENT    OF    AGRICULTURE 

Articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or  scientific 
purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  container  of  articles 
so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identifying 
tag  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  showing  compliance 
with  such  conditions. 

These  revised  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  March  1, 
1930,  and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  January  25, 
1929,  as  amended.

Penalties 


The  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  provides  that  no 
person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  to  any  common  carrier,  nor  shall  any 
common  carrier  receive  for  transportation  or  transport,  nor  shall  any  person 
carry  or  transport  from  any  quarantned  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the 
United  States,  or  from  any  quarantined  portion  thereof,  into  or  through  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  District,  any  class  of  nursery  stock  or  any  other 
class  of  plants,  fruits,  vegetables,  roots,  bulbs,  seeds,  *  *  *  or  any  other 
article  *  *  *  specified  in  the  notice  of  quarantine  *  *  *  in  manner  or 
method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  It  also  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  deface,  or  destroy 
any  certificate  provided  for  in  this  act  or  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  gu'lty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  con- 
viction thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

State  and  Federal  Inspection 

The  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Virginia  have  promulgated  or  are 
about  to  promulgate  quarantines  restricting  intrastate  movement  supplemental 
to  the  Federal  quarantine.  These  State  quarantines  are  enforced  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Federal  authorities.  Copies  of  either  the  Federal  or  State  quar- 
antine orders  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Japanese  Beetle  Control,  Box  361,  Camden,  N.  J.

(eighth  revision),  issued  under  authority  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  ^effective  on  and  after  March  1,  1930,  quarantines 
the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  District  of  Columbia,  Maryland,  Massa- 
chusetts, New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia. 

The  most  important  changes  are  the  extension  of  the  regulated  area  to 
include  one  county  in  Massachusetts,  as  well  as  certain  new  territory  in 
Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia, 
and  the  division  of  the  regulated  area  into  generally  and  lightly  infested 
areas. 

Copies  of  the  revised  quarantine  order  are  being  sent  to  the  postmasters  in

FEDERAL  FRUIT  FLY  BOARD  IS  READY  TO  BEGIN  WORK 

Board  Created  by  Secretary  Hyde  Will  Hold  First  Meeting  in   Orlando 

January  21 

(Press  notice) 

January  15,  1930. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  new  Federal  Fruit  Fly  Board  appointed  by  Secretary 
Hyde,  January  9,  will  be  held  in  Orlando,  Fla.,  January  21,  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  announced  to-day.  The  board  was  created  by 
Secretary  Hyde  to  consider  all  biological  and  entomological  questions  and  to 
determine  policies  in  the  actual  fruit  fly  eradication  work  and  to  supervise  and 
control  Federal  expenditures  in  the  eradication  effort. 

Since  the  announcement  of  the  creation  of  the  board  a  few  days  ago,  J.  J. 
Davis,  professor  of  entomology  at  Purdue  University,  has  accepted,  completing 
the  personnel  of  the  board.  The  other  members  are  W.  C.  O'Kane,  State  ento- 
mologist of  New  Hampshire,  chairman ;  P.  J.  Parrott,  entomologist  of  the  New 
York  experiment  station ;  W.  P.  Flint,  State  entomologist  of  Illinois ;  and 
George  A.  Dean,  professor  of  entomology,  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College. 

Members  of  the  board  have  secured  temporary  leaves  of  absence  from  their 
institutions,  and  will  be  prepared  to  serve  as  long  as  needed.  Headquarters 
cf  the  board  will  be  in  Orlando. 

Advices  to  ^  the  department  are  that  the  creation  of  the  board  apparently 
meets  with  tlie  unqualified  approval  of  all  concerned  with  the  work  in  Florida, 
including  growers  and  shippers,  as  well  as  State  officials. 

With  the  board  ready  to  begin  work  at  once,  the  forces  in  charge  of  eradica- 
tion work  will  be  relieved  of  much  work  dealing  with  policies  and  will  thus  be 
able  to  devote  more  time  to  the  eradication  campaign.  The  Department  of 
Agriculture  feels  highly  gratified  with  the  results  secured  thus  far,  according 
to  Secretary  Hyde,  and  is  desirous  of  extending  every  aid,  to  the  end  that  the 
campaign  may  proceed  along  the  present  satisfactory  lines  to  a  successful 
conclusion. 
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The  board  will  serve  as  an  immediate  contact  between  the  Plant  Quarantine 
and  Control  Administration  and  the  eradication  forces  in  Florida  and  will  re- 
lieve the  administrative  officers  in  Florida  of  the  necessity  of  giving  attention 
to  grievances  and  recommendations  of  growers  and  shippers. 

Wilmon  Newell,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Federal  work  in  Florida  since 
the  discovery  of  the  fruit  fly  last  April,  will  remain  in  the  position  of  adminis- 
trative officer.  Secretary  Hyde  left  entirely  to  Doctor  Newell  the  decision  as  to 
whether  he  would  serve  on  the  board  or  remain  as,  administrative  officer.  Doc- 
tor Newell  felt  that  his  experience  in  the  work  thus  far  and  his  familiarity 
with  Florida  conditions  would  enable  him  to  serve  the  work  more  effectively  as 
administrative  officer. 


FEDERAL    FRUIT    FLY   BOARD    TO    ESTABLISH    CONTACTS   WITH   INDUSTRY

Announcement  has  been  made  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul 
ture  that  it  is  expected  that  the  Federal  Fruit  Fly  Board,  which  will  hold  its 
first  meeting  in  Orlando  on  January  21,  will  announce  its  intention  to  form 
immediate  contacts  with  all  branches  of  the  agricultural  industry  in  Florida.

The  department,  he  says,  is  desirous  not  only 
that  the  objects  of  the  eradication  effort  be  fully  understood  but  is  hopeful  that 
the  contacts  established  by  the  Federal  Fruit  Fly  Board  may  inspire  sugges- 
tions that  will  lead  to  improvement  in  the  work.

Diversion  Restrictions  on  Florida  Host  Fruits  and  Vegetables  Modified 


(Approved  January  23,  1930  ;  effective  January  23,  1930) 

(Modification  of  Circular  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 254) 
P.  Q.  C.  A.— 261 

Pending  later  amendment  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  quarantine  regula- 
tions, paragraph  (i),  on  page  4  of  Circular  P.  Q.  C.  A.— 254,  is  amended  to 
read : 

(i)  Diversion  privileges. — The  limitations  on  movement  prescribed  under  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  quarantine  regulations  will  be  interpreted  to  allow  the 
movement,  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  such  regulations,  of  host  fruits 
and  vegetables  (except  as  to  unsterilized  fruit  produced  in  eradication  areas) 
from  Florida  via  any  usual  railroad  diversion  point,  for  immediate  diversion 
to  any  point  in  the  destination  areas  authorized  in  the  quarantine  regulations : 
Provided,  That  the  waybills  of  all  cars  containing  host  fruits  and  vegetables 
not  authorized  movement  into  the  Southern  and  Western  States  named  in  para- 
graph (a)  (of  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 254)  and  consigned  to  diversion  points  in  such  States 
shall  bear  a  notation  reading  as  follows :  "  This  car  must  be  diverted  to  destina- 
tions in  the  States  north  of  and  including  the  States  of  Virginia.  Kentucky,  Mis- 
souri, Kansas,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  and  Montana":  And  provided  further,  Tha.t 
cars  containing  host  fruits  or  vegetables  authorized  movement  into  the  said 
Southern  and  Western  States,  which  reach  diversion  points  in  the  Northern  and 
Central  States,  may  not  be  diverted  to  destinations  in  the  Southern  States  named, 
but  may  be  diverted,  during  the  period  and  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the 
quarantine  regulations,  to  destinations  in  the  Western  States  of  Idaho,  Nevada, 
Oregon,  Utah,  and  Washington  on  condition  that  the  cars  shall  not  have  been 
opened  en  route  except  for  icing  or  as  authorized  by  and  in  the  presence  of  an 
inspector.

Period  of  Movement  of  Host  Fruits  and  Vegetables  from  Florida  to  South- 
ern and  Western  States  Extended  to  February  28,  1930 

(Supplementing  par.  (6)   (i)  on  page  2  of  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 254) 
(Approved  January  23,  1930  ;  effective  January  23,  1930) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 262 

Paragraph  (&)  (i)  on  page  2  of  Administrative  Instructions  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 254 
is  hereby  modified  to  read: 

(i)  Host  fruits  may  be  authorized  movement  into  the  Southern  and  Western  States 
named  in  paragraph  (a)  (of  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 254)  only  for  the  period  from  November  21. 
1929,  to  February  28,  1930,  inclusive  ;  and  during  that  period  host  fruits  which  have  been 
sterilized  and  have  been  so  labeled  may  be  reshipped  between  such  Southern  and  Western 
States. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  this  action, 
which  has  the  effect  of  extending  the  shipping  period  of  Florida  host  fruits  into 
the  Southern  and  Western  States  for  one  month,  does  not  involve  risk  of 
spread  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly.

SECRETARY  HYDE  ISSUES  SPECIAL  STATEMENT  ON  MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT-FLY 

CAMPAIGN 

(Press  notice) 

January  30,  1930. 

"  Many  letters  received  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  by  Members  of 
Congress  and  others,  with  reference  to  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine, 
make  necessary  a  general  statement  of  the  facts,"  said  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Arthur  M.  Hyde  in  a  special  statement  issued  to-day. 

"The  department  has  been  greatly  embarrassed,"  said  the  Secretary,  "by 
repeated  attempts  to  stir  up  discontent  in  Florida.  It  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  the  fruit  growers  of  Florida  wrould  submit  to  the  necessary  regulations 
without  some  friction.  On  the  whole,  the  support  which  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  had  in  Florida  has  been  most  gratifying.  The  Florida  Citrus 
Growers'  Clearing  House  Association,  which  represents  85  per  cent  of  the 
Florida  crop,  has  been  and  is  supporting  the  administration  with  all  its  power. 
The  department  has  in  its  files  commendatory  resolutions  recently  passed  by 
119  different  organizations  in  Florida.  These  are  organizations  of  growers,, 
cooperative  associations  of  farmers,  commercial  clubs  of  many  cities,  Kiwanis 
Club,  and  others. 

"An  infestation  of  this  pest  was  discovered  near  Orlando,  Fla.,  in  April,  1929. 
The  fly  itself  was  identified  as  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  by  the  entomologists 
of  the  University  of  Florida,  by  the  specialists  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  and  by  qualified  entomologists  who  subsequently  were  sent  to 
Florida. 

"  There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  gravity  of  the  infestation.  Tests  made 
with  cyanide  gas  netted  as  high  as  400  flies  on  one  tree.  The  total  number 
of  infested  properties,  as  revealed  by  subsequent  scouting,  ran  to  nearly  1,000. 
These  were  spread  through  21  counties. 

"  The  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  is  the  worst  pest  to  which  fruit,  and  many 
vegetables,  can  be  subjected.  Its  eggs  are  deposited  in  the  fruit.  These  eggs 
hatch  into  maggots  which  speedily  destroy  the  fruit  itself.  The  menace  of  the 
fly  is  not  only  to  Florida,  but  to  the  entire  South  and  Southwest.  The  climate 
of  these  States  is  suitable  for  their  breeding  and  spreading.  The  capital  value 
of  the  orchards  in  these  States  is  $1,800,000,000,  and  the  annual  crop  is  worth 
$240,000,000.  If  the  fly  becomes  established  in  these  States,  control  measures 
will  be  an  enormous  burden  on  the  fruit  growers.  For  this  reason  eradication 
is  necessary. 
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"  In  order  that  there  might  be  no  possible  error  as  to  the  existence  of  the 
pest,  or  as  to  the  quarantine  and  eradication  campaign  which  the  department  is 
conducting,  we  have  upon  two  different  occasions  appointed  advisory  groups 
of  scientists  to  visit  Florida,  survey  the  situation,  and  report.  The  first  group 
consisted  of  seven  men  of  outstanding  reputation  and  ab.lity.     They  were — 

Vernon  Kellogg,  permanent  secretary  of  the  National  Research  Council  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 

Thomas  J.  Headlee.  director  of  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  College,  New  Brunswick,  N.  J. 

V.  R.  Gardner,  head  of  horticulture  department,  Michjgan  Agricultural  Experiment  Sta- 
tion, East  Lansing,   Mich. 

H.  J.  Quayle,   entomologist,  citrus  experiment  station,  Riverside,  Calif. 

Thomas  P.  Cooper,  dean  college  of  agriculture,  Lexington.  Ky. 

George  A.  Dean,  head  department  of  entomology,  Kansas  Agricultural  College,  Manhat- 
tan, Kans. 

H.  A.  Morgan,  president  University  of  Tennessee,  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

"  They  reported  in  part : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  campaign  flies  were  numerous,  easily  found,  and  existed  in  great 
numbers  at  points  of  infestation.  Measurement  of  progress  is  difficult.  But  the  commit- 
tee has  been  impressed  with  the  rapidity  of  the  clean-up  work,  the  effectiveness  of  the 
poison-spray  campaign,  the  progress  of  inspection  and  its  increasing  thoroughness.  Upon 
every  side  there  is  found  evidence  of  increasing  efficiency  and  conviction  upon  the  part  of 
those  in  charge  that  they  are  making  progress. 

"  Subsequently,  acting  in  conjunction  with  Hon.  Will  R.  Wood,  Chairman 
of  the  House  Committee  on  Appropriations,  we  appointed  another  special  group. 
The  members  of  this  group  were  selected  by  the  president  of  the  University  of 
Indiana.  This  group  consisted  of  four  biologists  and  one  practical  fruit  grower, 
as  follows : 

W.  O.  Thompson,  president  emeritus  of  Ohio  State  University. 

W.  C.  Reed,  commercial  fruit  grower  of  Yincennes.  Ind. 

W.  P.  Flint,  chief  entomologist  of  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Survey. 

W.  H.  Alderman,  head  of  the  department  of  horticulture.  University  of  Minnesota. 

J.  J.  Davis,  head  of  the  department  of  Entomology,  Purdue  University. 

"  It  reported  that  the  campaign  of  eradication  had  been  very  efficiently  car- 
ried on  and  recommended  that  it  be  continued  along  the  lines  laid  down.  Part 
of  the  report  follows : 

We  concur  with  the  report  of  your  committee  of  seven  regarding  the  economic  importance 
of  the  insect  and  the  need  for  eradication.  The  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  should  be  recog- 
nized as  a  potential  pest  of  very  great  importance  to  the  fruit  industry  of  the  Southern 
States  ;  also  the  results  to  date  clearly  forecast  the  possibility  of  complete  eradication  in 
Florida,  and  this  goal  should  be  vigorously  sought.  We  commend  the  work  of  the  research 
and  control  forces,  the  former  for  the  progress  made  in  the  short  period  since  the  discov- 
ery of  the  infestation  April  6,  1929.  with  attractants,  poison  sprays,  host  plant  studies,  and 
fruit  sterilization,  the  latter  for  the  apparent  thoroughness  and  completeness  of  the  quar- 
antine and  eradication  work.  We  likewise  commend  the  cooperation  of  the  growers  and 
the  sacrifices  which  they  have  made  in  destroying  hundreds  of  thousands  of  boxes  of  fruit 
in  order  to  aid  in  the  eradication.  A  study  of  the  activities  of  the  research  and  control 
forces  and  the  expenditures  to  date  show  an  economical  and  efficient  use  of  the  funds 
available. 

"  The  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  conduct  of  a  quarantine  univer- 
sally works  with  and  through  the  local  authorities.  This  is  necessary  because 
local  and  State  police  powers  rest  solely  in  the  local  authorities.  In  Florida 
the  department  has  worked  through  the  Florida  Plant  Board.  The  eradication 
campaign  is  in  direct  charge  of  Wilmon  Newell,  who  is  the  chief  entomolo- 
gist of  the  plant  board  and  of  the  University  of  Florida. 

"  It  is  stated  that  a  resolution  was  pending  in  the  Legislature  of  Florida 
to  abolish  the  Florida  Plant  Board  with  which  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  cooperating.  It  is  alleged  that  immediately  thereafter  the  fruit  fly  was 
discovered.  The  implication  is  made  that  the  appearance  of  the  fly  saved  the 
political  life  of  the  Florida  Plant  Board  and  that  in  some  mysterious  way 
the  plant  board  was  responsible  for  its  appearance. 

"The  facts  are  that  the  Florida  Plant  Board  is.  composed  of  five  outstand- 
ing citizens  of  Florida,  who  are  not  only  members  of  the  plant  board,  but 
who  also  form  the  board  of  control  of  all  the  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
including  the  university,  in  the  State.  Two  of  them  are  growers  of  citrus 
fruits.  All  of  them  have  their  homes  and  their  business  affairs  in  Florida. 
All  of  them  serve  without  pay. 

"Under  all  the  circumstances  the  veiled  accusation  that  these  men  were 
responsible  for  the  appearance  of  the  fly  in  order  to  save  their  voluntary 
unpaid  jobs  is  ridiculous.  To  charge  those  men  with  visiting  such  a  scourge 
upon  the  State  in  which  they  live  and  have  all  their  possessions  hi  order  to 
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preserve  an 'empty  honor  is  too  great  a  tax  to  be  imposed  upon  the  imagina- 
tion of  even  the  most  credulous. 

"  That  the  resolution  pending  in  the  legislature  dealing  with  the  plant 
board  was  never  taken  seriously  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
legislature,  with  only  one  dissenting  vote,  passed  an  appropriation  of  $500,000 
to  support  the  quarantine. 

"  The  statement  is  freely  made  that  the  fly  has  appeared  in  Florida  at  inter- 
mittent periods  for  the  last  40  years.  No  entomologist  or  scientist  has  ever 
made  such  a  statement.  None  can  be  found  who  will  support  it.  We  have 
no  doubt  that  there  are  several  flies  wh:ch  resemble  the  fruit  fly  and  which 
have  appeared  at  various  times.  That  those  flies  are  not  the  Mediterranean 
fru  t  fly  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  they  have  not  become  the  pest 
or  wrought  the  devastation  which  has  followed  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly. 

"We  have  no  doubt  that  there  have  been  instances  of  abuse,  inefficiency, 
and  waste  in  connection  with  the  eradication  campaign.  The  campaign  was 
necessarily  hastily  organized  to  meet  an  emergency.  Under  such  condit'ons, 
some  degree  of  waste  and  inefficiency  is  to  be  expected. 

"Th:s  department  has  spent  more  than  $4,000,000  and  some  10  months  in 
the  effort  to  eradicate  the  fly.  We  have  been  successful  beyond  our  hopes. 
The  fruit-fly  population  has  been  so  far  reduced  that  it  is  impossible  to  find 
a  fly  in  Florida  at  th's  time.  In  fact,  no  adult  flies  have  been  seen  in  Florida 
since  August  7,  1929,  and  no  infestation  of  any  kind  s'nce  November  16,  1929. 
.  "  We  are  highly  gratified  at  the  apparent  reduction  of  the  fly  population. 
This,  however,  is  no  guaranty  that  the  fly  has  actually  been  eradicated.  Few, 
if  any,  house  flies  can  be  discovered  in  the  D  strict  of  Columbia  at  th's  season. 
This  fact  offers  no  proof  that  they  are  not  here  and  will  not  reappear.  In 
addition  to  this,  our  work  has  been  so  hamstrung  by  the  delay  in  securing 
appropriations  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  cover  the  State  adequately  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  fly  is  actually  in  existence.  In  the  view  of  our 
entomolog  sts,  the  abandonment  of  the  work  now  would  be  a  calamity,  would 
mean  that  the  money  already  expended  has  been  wasted,  and  that  the  fly,  if 
and  when  it  reappears,  would  spread  without  hindrance  to  the  enormous 
damage  of  the  whole  South,  Southwest,  and  West."

Pending  later  amendment  to  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regula- 
tions, paragraph  2  of  regulation  11,  is  amended  to  read : 

(2)  Host  fruits  and  vegetables  wbicb  bave  originated  in  and  been  moved  from  an 
infested  State  into  tbe  area  nortbeast  of  and  including  Potomac  Yards,  Ya..  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  the  States  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  shall  not  thereafter  be 
resbipped  or  otherwise  transported  to  points  in  tbe  United  States  outside  the  said  north- 
eastern area:  Provided,  That  bost  fruits  which  bave  been  shipped  from  an  infested  State 
in  containers  each  of  which  bears  a  label  affixed  to  the  outside  thereof  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  certifying  that  the  contained  fruit  has 
been  sterilized  in  manner  and  by  method  prescribed  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration,  peppers  and  Lima  and  broad  beans  produced  outside  the  eradication  area, 
and  tomatoes  and  eggplants,  originating  in  an  infested  State,  may  be  shipped  or  trans- 
ported in  tbe  unbroken  original  containers,  under  special  Federal  permits  authorizing 
such  movement,  from  Pittsburgh.  Pa.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Washington,  D.  C,  to  points 
in  the  States  of  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Ohio.

Pending  later  amendment  to  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regula- 
tions, section  A  (1)  of  regulations  3,  is  hereby  modified  to  deter  the  beginning 
of  the  host-free  period,  so  far  as  cantaloupes  are  concerned,  to  June  15.  Pro- 
duction of  such  cantaloupes  may  be  continued  in  the  eradication  areas  until 
that  date,  at  which  time  all  cantaloupes  remaining  in  the  fields,  including  all 
crop  remnants,  shall  be  destroyed. 

This  order  has  the  effect  of  permitting  the  production  in  the  eradication  areas 
of  cantaloupes,  which  are  classed  as  fruits,  for  the  same  period  as  is  now 
authorized  for  host  vegetables.  No  date  limitation  is  placed  on  the  production 
of  either  cantaloupes  or  vegetables  outside  the  eradication  areas.

WESTERN   PART   OF   FLORIDA   RELEASED   FROM   FRUIT-FLY    QUARANTINE 

RESTRICTIONS 

(Press  notice) 

February  21,  1930. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  to-day  the  release  of  what  is  known 
as  west  Florida  from  the  restrictions  as  to  the  movement  of  host  fruits  and 
vegetables  which  apply  to  the  remainder  of  the  State  of  Florida  on  account 
of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly. 

The  area  so  released  constitutes  all  that  part  of  the  State  lying  west  of  the 
Ocklockonee  River  and  embracing  the  counties  of  Walton,  Okaloosa,  Santa  Rosa, 
Escambia,  Bay,  Washington,  Holmes,  Gulf,  Calhoun.  Jackson,  Franklin,  Liberty, 
and  Gadsden.  This  part  of  Florida  produces  Satsumas,  blueberries,  and  in 
addition  there  are  smaller  scattered  plantings  of  peaches,  plums,  grapes,  pears, 
and  other  fruits.  There  is  no  commercial  production  of  host  vegetables  in 
the  region. 

West  Florida  has  been  thoroughly  inspected  repeatedly  and  no  Mediterranean 
fruit-fly  infestations  have  been  found  within  it  at  any  time.  The  first  intensive 
inspection  was  made  between  May  13  and  July  8,  1929,  during  a  period  when 
peaches,  figs,  grapes,  pears,  plums,  blueberries,  mulberries,  and  blackberries  were 
ripe  or  ripening,  and  the  inspection  of  the  different  localities  was  so  timed 
as  to  make  the  inspections  when  the  leading  host  fruits  of  that  section  were 
maturing  or  matured.  Citrus  trees,  largely  Satsumas,  to  the  number  of  nearly 
200,000,  were  found  on  1,204  different  properties,  and  618,209  fruit  trees  of 
other  varieties  were  found  on  3,318  different  properties. 

A  second  inspection  of  this  area  began  the  latter  part  of  August  and  con- 
tinued until  well  into  October.  More  recently  a  third  series  of  inspections  was 
made  throughout  this  area,  which  indicated  continued  absence  of  infestation. 

In  the  meantime,  the  west  Florida  area  has  received  exactly  the  same  quar- 
antine protection  against  the  peninsular  section  of  the  State  as  have  Alabama, 
Georgia,  and  other  Southern  States.  Road  stations  were  established  in  May 
on  the  Ocklockonee  River  and  have  been  maintained  ever  since.  Compliance 
with  the  requirements  on  the  part  of  the  boat  lines  and  railroads  operating 
between  other  Florida  points  and  west  Florida  has  been  enforced  by  inspectors 
of  the  State  plant  board  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  therefore  feels  that  the  western  section  of 
Florida  is  in  the  same  status  as  to  the  possibility  of  being  infested  with  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  as  are  other  Southern  States  and  that,  in  tbe  absence 
of  any  evidence  of  infestation  within  the  area,  quarantine  restrictions  can 
justifiably  be  removed. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  new  order  under  which  the  same  prompt  suppressive 
action  can  be  taken  in  that  part  of  the  State  as  in  the  remainder  should  any 
fruit-fly  infestation  be  discovered  there.

a.  limitation  of  restrictions  to  regulated  areas 

Pending  later  amendment  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regula- 
tions and  conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Florida 
with  the  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  68,  the  restrictions  provided  in 
these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  from  the  State  of  Florida  of 
plants,  plant  products,  and  other  articles  enumerated  in  the  notice  of  quaran- 
tine will  hereafter  be  limited  to  such  movement  from  the  areas  in  the  State 
of  Florida  now  or  hereafter  designated  as  regulated  areas. 

B.    REGULATED    AREAS 

In  accordance  with  the  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  68  and  footnote 
2  to  regulation  1,  supplemental  to  said  notice  of  quarantine,  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  designates  as  the  regulated  area  for  -the  purpose  of  these  regulations 
all  that  part  of  the  State  of  Florida  lying  east  and  southeast  of  the  Ocklockonee 
River. 

C.    EXTENSION   OR  REDUCTION   OF  REGULATED   AREA 

The  regulated  area  designated  in  paragraph  B  hereof  may  be  extended  or 
reduced  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice 
of  any  extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in 
writing  to  the  companies  doing  business  in  and  through  the  State  of  Florida 
and  by  publication  in  two  or  more  newspapers  selected  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  within  said  State. 

D.    THE   TERM    "  INFESTED   STATE  " 

The  term  "infested  State"  as  used  in  regulations  3  to  14,  inclusive  (except 
as  to  subsecs.  7  and  8  of  sec.  A  of  regulation  3),  shall,  subject  to  such  amend- 
ments as  may  hereafter  be  made,  be  construed  to  refer  to  the  areas  in  the  State 
of  Florida  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as 
regulated  areas. 

The  terms  "  infested  State  "  or  "  Florida,"  as  the  case  may  be,  as  used  in 
Administrative  Instructions  P.  Q.  G.  A.  Nos.  226,  246,  252,  254,  255,  258,  261, 
262,  263,  and  266,  shall  hereafter  be  construed  to  refer  to  the  areas  now 
or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas. 

E.  Restrictions  on  Nonregulated  Areas 

All  that  part  of  the  State  of  Florida  outside  of  the  areas  designated  as 
regulated — that  is,  that  part  of  the  State  of  Florida  west  of  the  Ocklockonee 
River — shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  all  restrictions  applicable  to  adjoining 
noninfested  States  under  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regulations 
and  all  amendments  thereto  and  administrative  instructions  issued  thereunder. 

This  order  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  February  21,  1930.

Quarantine  Restrictions

Effective  February  21,  1930,  the  restrictions  of  Quarantine  Order  No.  68 
(revised),  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  have  been  withdrawn 
from  shipments  of  host  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  nursery  stock  offered  for 
mailing  in  the  following  counties  in  r  the  State  of  Florida :  Gadsden,  Liberty, 
Franklin,  Jackson,  Calhoun,  Gulf,  Holmes,  Washington,  Bay,  Walton,  Okaloosa, 
Santa  Rosa,  and  Escambia. 

Under  this  release  host  fruits  and  vegetables  and  nursery  stock  offered  for 
mailing  may  be  accepted  at  all  post  offices  in  the  counties  named  above.  Of 
course,  the  requirements  of  paragraph  2,  section  467,  Postal  Laws  and  Regu- 
lations, governing  the  acceptance  of  plant  material  for  propagation  must  be 
observed. 

This  change  relates  only  to  the  13  counties  named  and  does  not  change  in 
any  way  the  restrictions  on  host  fruits  and  vegetables  and  nursery  stock  offered 
for  mailing  at  post  offices  in  the  remainder  of  Florida.  (See  instructions 
headed  Revision  of  Mediterranean  Fruit-Fly  Quarantine,  on  p.  19  of  the 
October,  1929,  Supplement  to  the  Postal  Guide.)

Extension   op  Production   and   Harvesting   Period   of   Florida   Citrus    and 
Other  Host   Fruits   to  April   15,    1930 

(Modification  of  regulation  3,  sees.  A— 1  and  B— 2,  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine 
No.  68,  revised;  superseding  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 243  and  P.  Q.  C.  A.— 264) 

(Approved  February  25,  1930  ;  effective  February  26.  1930) 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 269 

Pending  later  amendment  to  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regu- 
lations, section  A-l,  of  regulation  3,  is  hereby  modified  to  read : 

(1)  Host-free  period. — A  host-free  period  shall  be  maintained  each  year  throughout  the 
eradication  area,  beginning  on  April  15  for  citrus  and  other  host  fruits  (except  canta- 
loupes), and  beginning  on  June  15  for  cantaloupes  and  for  host  vegetables,  and  con- 
tinuing until  September  1,  subject  to  such  modification  as  to  duration  and  dates  of 
commencement  and  termination  and  as  to  articles  to  which  it  is  applicable  as  may  be 
authorized  or  required  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  During  the 
host-free  period  no  host  fruits  or  vegetables  shall  be  permitted  to  grow  or  exist  within 
or  to  be  moved  from  the  eradication  areas  except:  (a)  Citrus  fruit  on  the  trees  and 
host  vegetables  in  such  state  of  immaturity  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  they 
are  not  susceptible  of  infestation  ;  and  (ft)  host  fruits  and  vegetables  in  storage  or  held 
for  local  utilization  or  consumption. 

Section  B-2  of  regulation  3  is  hereby  modified  to  read : 

The  harvesting  and  clean-up  of  commercial  citrus  plantings  throughout  the  regulated 
areas  (that  is,  all  that  part  of  the  State  of  Florida  lying  east  and  southeast  of  the 
Ocklockonee  River)  shall  be  completed  prior  to  April  15,  and  no  movement  from  such 
areas  will  be  permitted  after  that  date,  except  as  to  citrus  fruit  in  cold  storage  and  as 
may  later  be  authorized  for  sour  limes.  Noncitrus  fruits  and  host  vegetables  produced 
in  the  regulated  areas  outside  of  the  eradication  areas  may  be  shipped  under  permit 
throughout  the  year. 

Administrative  instructions,  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 243  and  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 264  are  hereby 
canceled.

Pending  later  amendment  of  the  Mediterranean »fruit-fly  quarantine  regula- 
tions, paragraph  5  of  regulation  4  is  hereby  amended  to  permit  the  movement 
by  express  in  less  than  car  lots  of  host  vegetables  from  points  outside  the 
eradication  area  to  authorized  destinations  outside  the  regulated  area  of  the 
State  of  Florida. 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  permit  single  box  express  shipments  of 
tomatoes  produced  in  locations  outside  of  the  eradication  area  to  destinations 
outside  of  the  regulated  areas,  including  destinations  in  west  Florida  and  in 
Southern  and  Western  States.

Additional  Method  of  Sterilizing  Florida  Citrus  Fruits  by  Refrigeration 

Authorized 

(Modification  of  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 246  with  reference  to  the  requirements  of  sec.  A-5  of 
regulation  3  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  68  (revised),  as  modified  by 
P.  Q.  C.  A.— 254) 

(Approved  March  4,  1930  ;  effective  March  4,  1930) 


P.  Q.  C.  A.— 271 

Administrative  instructions  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 246  specify  a  method  of  sterilizing 
citrus  fruit  by  refrigeration  for  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  regula- 
tion 3  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regulations.  In  addition  to  the 
method  there  described,  the  following  will  hereafter  constitute  a  treatment  which 
may  be  used  in  lieu  thereof  at  the  option  of  the  owner  of  the  fruit : 

Cooling  until  the  approximate  center  of  the  fruit  reaches  a  temperature  of  30°  to  31°  F. 
and  holding  the  fruit  at  that  temperature  for  15  days. 

Such  treatment  is  now  authorized  either  in  the  regulated  areas  of  Florida 
(those  parts  of  the  State  lying  east  and  southeast  of  the  Ocklockonee  River) 
or  in  designated  cold  storages  approved  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  in  the  States  north  of  and  in- 
cluding Virginia,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Colorado*  Wyoming,  and  Montana. 

All  other  requirements  outlined  in  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regu- 
lations and  the  administrative  instructions  supplemental  thereto,  including  those 
in  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 246,  relating  to  the  grading,  packing,  and  shipping  of  such  fruits 
for  sterilization,  the  issuance  of  permits  for  their  movement  to  designated  cold 
storages,  the  supervision  of  such  storages  and  the  release  and  transportation  of 
fruit  therefrom  after  sterilization  has  been  completed,  will  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect.  Fruit  for  sterilization  in  the  North  will  move  in  solid  car  lots 
in  refrigerator  cars  under  special  limited  permit  (Form  799)  attached  to  the 
waybills  but  the  individual  boxes  will  not  be  labeled  with  Form  743  until  after 
sterilization  has  been  completed.

NEWELL   RESIGNS    FEDERAL    POSITION    IN    FRUIT-FLY    WORK— SUCCEEDED 

BY  O'KANE 

(Press  notice) 

March  29,  19 SO. 

As  a  result  of  the  discontinuance  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  field  inspection  work  in  Florida, 
Wilmon  Newell,  who  has  been  the  Federal  administrative  agent  in  carrying  on 
this  work,  has  resigned  his  Federal  position,  and  the  Government  regulatory 
work  in  connection  with  fruit-fly  activities  in  Florida  has  been  placed  under 
the  direction  of  W.  C.  O'Kane,  chairman  of  the  Federal  Fruit  Fly  Board,  it 
was  announced  to-day  by  Lee  Strong,  Chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  ana 
Control  Administration. 

The  department  continues  cooperation  with  the  Florida  State  Plant  Board,  of 
which  organization  Doctor  Newell  is  the  executive  officer.  Doctor  O'Kane  has 
been  chairman  of  the  Federal  Fruit  Fly  Board  since  its  creation  by  Secretary 
Hyde  on  January  9. 


SOME   FACTORS   AFFECTING   THE   HEAT    STERILIZATION    OF    CITRUS    FRUIT 

In  an  earlier  mimeographed  circular  entitled  "  Heat  Sterilization  of  Citrus 
Fruit2"  the  fundamentals  of  this  process  were  discussed  and  general  recom- 
mendations made  as  to  methods  of  sterilizing  citrus  fruit  by  this  process. 
Since  that  circular  was  issued  considerable  additional  experience  in  processing 
fruit  by  this  method  has  been  acquired,  and  this  information  warrants  a  little 
more  specific  and  detailed  instructions  as  to  room  operation  than  was  possible 

j    in  the  previous  circular. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  circular  just  mentioned  that  it  was  essential  that 
the  air  in  the  room  be  saturated  with  water  vapor  at  all  times  and  that  it 
should  be  forced  into  the  room  under  low  pressure  but  in  large  volume,  5,000 
to  6,000  cubic  feet  per  minute  being  almost  necessary  if  the  fruit  was  to  be 
brought  up  to  the  required  temperature  evenly  throughout  the  room  and 
without  some  of  it  being  overbeated.  This  point  can  not  be  too  strongly 
emphasized.     The  fruit  should  be  heated  up  to  the  required  temperature  by 

I  circulating  a  large  volume  of  air  at  110°  F.  or,  at  the  highest,  112°  through 
the  fruit,  rather  than  attempting  to  heat  the  fruit  by  using  an  air  temperature 
of  115°  to  116°  with  a  small  volume  of  air.  Even  heating  of  the  fruit  is 
essential,  and  if  the  air  is  at  high  temperature  and  in  comparatively  small 
volume  it  will  heat  in  one  place  more  rapidly  than  in  other  portions  of  the 
room,  and  the  result  will  be  "  hot  spots,"  where  the  fruit  will  be  subjected 

i  to  high  temperatures  for  considerably  longer  than  the  8-hour  period  required  to 
sterilize.  A  good  method  is  to  raise  the  air  temperature  with  the  fruit  tem- 
perature, starting  around  100°  and  gradually  raising  it  to  110°  as  the  fruit 
temperature  rises.  It  is  possible  to  heat  the  fruit  throughout  the  room  with 
a  very  small  spread  in  temperature — 2°  or  3°  between  the  hottest  and  coldest 
fruit.  In  most  cases  it  is  unnecessary  to  raise  the  temperature  of  the  air 
above  110°  in  order  to  heat  the  fruit  up  to  that  temperature.  In  no  case 
should  the  air  temperature  go  above  112°.  The  following  temperature  record 
shows  the  sterilization  of  a  car  of  fruit  with  a  spread  of  1°  during  the  holding 
period.

Equipment  that  will  not  bring  fruit,  loaded  in  at  ordinary  temperature,  up  to 
110°  F.  in  a  room  of  1-carload  capacity  in  8  to  12  hours  with  air  temperatures 
of  not  more  than  112°  is  faulty.  It  may  be  lack  of  sufficient  capacity  in  the 
heating  equipment  or  blower,  water'  on  the  floor  of  the  room,  poor  spacing  of 
the  floor  boards,  obstructions  in  the  ducts  under  the  floor,  poor  doors,  leaks  in 
the  room,  or  some  minor  fault  which  prevents  an  even  heating  throughout  the 
room.  The  room  should  be  inspected  frequently  to  see  that  all  the  equipment 
is  in  good  condition. 

Humidity 


As  mentioned  in  the  earlier  circular,  the  air  should  be  saturated  at  all  times. 
The  air  should  be  conditioned  before  it  comes  in  contact  with  the  fruit,  prefer- 
ably before  entering  the  room.  This  is  accomplished  by  mixing  water  with  the 
steam  so  that  the  air  is  brought  down  to  a  temperature  of  110°  F.  If  the  spray 
nozzle  is  stopped  up  or  for  some  reason  the  supply  of  water  to  the  room  is  inter- 
rupted, some  of  the  fruit  is  liable  to  be  overheated  and  injured.  It  is  exceed- 
ingly important  that  the  steam  should  be  mixed  with  water  at  all  times  to  keep 
the  temperature  constant  and  also  so  that  the  air  will  be  saturated  and  the 
fruit  will  not  be  dried  out. 

Fruit 

The  condition  of  the  fruit  when  it  is  processed,  of  course,  has  considerable 
influence  on  the  results.  It  is  impossible  to  take  poor,  weak  fruit  and  make 
good,  strong  fruit  out  of  it  by  sterilizing.  Flat,  insipid  fruit,  such  as  is  so  com- 
mon in  the  eradication  area,  will  not  be  improved  by  processing.  At  the  same 
time,  the  flavor  will  not  be  injured  if  the  processing  is  done  correctly.  Fruit 
with  wax  on  the  surface,  even  where  the  wax  is  applied  dry,  should  not  be 
processed,  as  it  is  liable  to  have  a  bad  flavor.  Culls  and  drops  can  be  processed, 
but  it  is  impossible  to  make  good  fruit  out  of  them  by  this  method.  Soft  or 
puffy  fruit  or  fruit  that  is  creased  or  ammoniated  does  not  process  as  well  as 
good,  firm  fruit.  Occasionally  creased  or  ammoniated  fruit  will  split  in  process- 
ing. Such  fruit  can  be  handled  more  easily  if  allowed  to  stand  on  the  floor  of 
the  packing  house  overnight  before  processing. 

Coloring 

Where  coloring  is  necessary,  the  fruit  should  be  colored  before  it  is  processed. 
Fruit  that  is  colored  on  the  tree  or  needs  only  about  24  to  36  hours  in  the  color- 
ing room  gives  better  results  in  the  processing  than  the  fruit  that  has  been 
colored  for  a  long  time.  The  high  temperatures  of  a  coloring  room,  together 
with  the  gas  treatment  necessary  in  coloring,  apparently  tend  to  weaken  the 
fruit  and  make  it  more  liable  to  decay.  Fruit  that  has  been  colored  should  be 
well  ventilated  and,  if  possible,  allowed  to  stand  on  the  packing-house  floor 
before  processing  in  order  to  remove  all  the  gas  from  it.  If  it  is  colored  in  the 
processing  room,  the  room  should  be  ventilated  for  several  hours  by  opening  the 
doors  and  allowing  the  blowers  to  operate  before  processing.     After  the  fruit  is 
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processed  it  should  be  removed  from  the  room  and  allowed  to  stand  on  the 
packing-house  floor  uncovered  for  12  hours  or  more  overnight,  if  possible,  where 
there  is  a  free  circulation  of  air.  It  is  very  important  that  the  fruit  should  be 
aerated  before  packing.  The  fruit  may  have  an  off  flavor  immediately  after 
processing,  but  in  fruit  that  is  handled  properly  this  off  flavor  should  disappear 
in  from  24  to  4S  hours  after  the  fruit  is  removed  from  the  room. 

This  off  flavor  is  similar  to  that  frequently  found  in  unprocessed  fruit  which 
has  been  colored  with  either  stove  gas  or  ethylene.  That  it  will  disappear 
quickly  has  been  shown  by  a  series  of  tests  in  which  comparable  lots  of  proc- 
essed and  unprocessed  fruit  have  been  tested  by  observers.  In  several  hundred 
of  these  flavor  tests  no  observer  has  been  able  to  distinguish  the  processed  from 
the  unprocessed  fruit  by  taste.  The  flavor  of  the  sprayed  fruit,  which  is  fre- 
quently flat  and  insipid,  is  not  improved,  neither  is  it  injured,  by  processing. 

Decay 

Extensive  experiments  have  shown  that  there  is  less  decay  in  processed  fruit 
than  in  comparable  lots  unprocessed.  Twenty-one  lots  of  fruit  held  in  an  iced 
car  10  days,  then  held  7  days  in  a  warm  room,  showed  an  average  of  4  per  cent 
more  decay  in  the  unsterilized  fruit  than  in  that  which  had  been  sterilized. 
After  14  days  in  the  warm  room  there  was  8  per  cent  more  decay  in  the 
unsterilized  lots. 

Conclusion 

In  processing  fruit  there  are  a  number  of  factors  which  must  be  taken  into 
consideration. 

The  fruit  should  be  of  good  quality. 

The  temperature  of  any  fruit  in  the  room  should  not  be  above  112°  F.  at  any 
time  during  the  entire  period. 

The  temperature  of  the  fruit  should  be  brought  up  evenly  throughout  the 
room.  If  an  attempt  is  made  to  heat  it  up  too  quickly,  some  of  the  fruit  may 
be  overheated.  If  it  is  heated  too  slowly,  some  of  the  fruit  will  be  kept  at 
high  temperatures  too  long,  while  raising  the  temperature  of  the  coldest  fruit. 
It  should  be  possible,  with  good  equipment,  to  heat  all  the  fruit  in  the  room  to 
110°  F.  in  from  8  to  12  hours  without  raising  the  temperature  of  any  of  the 
fruit  above  111°. 

Colored  fruit  should  be  ventilated  several  hours  before  processing. 

The  fruit  should  be  removed  from  the  processing  room  immediately  after 
processing  and  allowed  to  stand  on  the  floor  of  the  packing  house  uncovered  for 
at  least  12  hours  before  packing.

My  Dear  Sir:  There  is  inclosed  for  your  information  and  guidance  a  copy 
of  the  revised  regulations  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  on  ac- 
count of  the  pink  bollworm,  which  became  effective  January  1,  1930. 

This  revision  supersedes  all  previous  editions  of  these  regulations,  and  your 
careful  attention  is  invited  to  the  introductory  note  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  an  important  change  is  made  in  Regulation  5  (sec.  A,  2-d)  which  now 
authorizes,  under  certain  safeguards,  the  issuance  of  permits  for  the  interstate 
movement  of  "  samples  "  and  of  compressed  and  baled  lint  or  linters  from  the 
regulated  areas  of  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  and  Texas  without  fumigation,  when 
such  samples,  lint,  or  linters  have  been  produced  in  a  county  within  which 
and  within  5  miles  of  which  no  pink-bollworm  infestation  has  been  found  for 
the  two  preceding  crop  seasons.  All  other  changes  are  also  embodied  in  the 
revised  regulations. 
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Under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1,  section  457,  P.  L.  and  R.,  parcels  con- 
taining any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph  may  not  be 
acccepted  for  mailing  from  any  of  the  areas  quarantined  in  the  order  unless 
the  articles  have  been  inspected,  certified,  and  marked  as  required.

CERTIFICATION  AND  TERMINAL  INSPECTION  OF  PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS

Reports  continue  to  be  received  that  some  postmasters  accept  for  mailing 
parcels  of  plant  material  intended  for  propagation  without  being  accompanied 
with  the  certificate  of  inspection  prescribed  by  paragraph  2,  section  467,  Postal 
Laws  and  Regulations.  Other  reports  state  that  parcels  of  such  matter  ad- 
dressed for  delivery  in  States  which  have  established  terminal  inspection  under 
the  provisions  of  section  468,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  are  delivered  directly 
to  the  addressees  instead  of  being  sent  for  terminal  inspection  at  the  nearest 
inspection  point  as  required  by  paragraph  3,  section  468. 

As  the  season  for  shipping  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  plant  products 
for  propagation  is  at  hand,  attention  is  invited  to  paragraph  2,  section  467, 
Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  and  postmasters  are  reminded  that  they  must  not 
accept  for  mailing  parcels'  containing  plants  and  plant  products,  including  all 
field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds, 
fruit  pits,  and  other  seeds  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  or  shrubs,  and  other 
plants  and  plant  products  for  propagation,  except  field,  vegetable,  and  flower 
seeds,  bedding  plants,  and  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots,  unless  they 
are  accompanied  with  a  certificate  from  a  State  or  Government  inspector  to  the 
effect  that  the  nursery  or  premises  from  which  such  stock  is  shipped  has  been 
inspected  within  a  year  and  found  free  from  injurious  insects  and  plant  dis- 
eases, and  the  parcel  containing  such  stock  is  plainly  marked  to  show  the  nature 
of  the  contents  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender. 

It  will  be  noted  that  it  is  not  required  that  each  shipment  be  inspected,  but 
merely  that  the  nurseries  or  premises  from  which  the  stock  is  shipped  have  been 
inspected  as  prescribed. 
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When  a  package  containing  plants  or  plant  products  subject  to  terminal  in- 
spection is  received  at  the  office  of  address  it  should  be  immediately  sent  to 
the  nearest  inspection  point  for  inspection  as  prescribed  by  paragraph  3,  section 
468,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations. 

Failure  to  take  such  action  is  a  very  serious  matter,  as  it  is  likely  to  result 
in  the  spread  of  injurious  insect  infestations  or  plant  diseases. 

Terminal  inspection  has  been  established  in  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California, 
District  of  Columbia,  Florida,  Georgia,  Hawaii,  Idaho,  Mississippi,  Montana, 
Oklahoma,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington,  and  Wyoming. 

Postmasters  at  offices  within  these  States,  Territory,  etc.,  should  see  to  it  that 
parcels  containing  plants  and  plant  products  received  at  their  offices  from  out- 
side points  are  promptly  sent  for  terminal  inspection  as  prescribed  by  paragraph 
3,  section  468,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations.

PENALTIES  IMPOSED  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  PLANT  QUARAN- 
TINE ACT 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  administration  during  the  period  January 
,1  to  March  31,  1930,  penalties  have  recently  been  imposed  by  the  proper  Federal 
authorities  for  violations  of  the  plant  quarantine  act,  as  follows : 

EUROPEAN   CORN-BORER   QUARANTINE    (DOMESTIC) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  W.  S.  Davidson,  Sawyer,  Mich.,  in  the 
interstate  shipment  of  36  roasting  ears  of  Yellow  Bantam  corn  to  a  point  out- 
side of  the  quarantined  area,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  384.) 


JAPANESE-BEETLE   QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Co.,  in  the  inter- 
state transportation  of  seven  carloads  of  topsoil  from  New  Jersey  to  a  point 
outside  the  quarantined  area,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $700.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  398.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  John  W.  Hershey,  Downingtown,  Pa.,  in 
the  interstate  shipment  of  nine  black-walnut  cuttings,  with  earth  and  compost, 
from  Pennsylvania  to  a  point  outside  the  quarantined  area,  without  inspection 
and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $5.  (Plant  Quar- 
antine Case  No.  399.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Alfred  M.  Campbell,  Strafford,  Pa.,  in  the 
interstate  shipment  of  300  chrysanthemum  plants  with  soil  from  Pennsylvania 
to  a  point  outside  the  quarantined  area,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $5.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  400.) 


ASIATIC-BEETLE  AND  ASIATIC  GARDEN-BEETLE   QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  The  United  States  v.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Co.  in  the 
interstate  transportation  of  seven  carloads  of  topsoil  from  New  Jersey  to  a 
point  outside  the  quarantined  area  without  inspection  and  certification  the 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $700.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  398.) 


MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT-FLY  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  The  United  States  v.  The  Mobile  &  Ohio  Railroad,  in  the 
interstate  transportation  of  Florida-grown  grapefruit  in  violation  of  the  regu- 
lations, the  defendant  pleaded  nolo  contendere  and  was  fined  $25. 


SWEETPOTATO  AND  YAM  QUARNATINE    (DOMESTIC) 

In  the  case  of  The  United  States  v.  Sun  Chung  Leong,  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  for 
concealing  yams  in  two  crates  of  taro  shipped  to  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  the 
defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  given  a  suspended  sentence  of  two  years. 
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WHITE   PINE   BLISTER-RUST   QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Clinton  Falls  Nursery  Co.  (Inc.), 
Owatonna,  Minn.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  cultivated  red-currant  and 
gooseberry  plants  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty 
aud  was  fined  $5.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  377.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Glen  Bros.,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  the  inter- 
state shipment  of  one  white  pine  in  violation  of  ,the  regulations,  the  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $25.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  350.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  C.  M.  Hurlburt,  doing  business  as  the 
Fairbury  Nurseries,  Fairbury,  Nebr.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  currant  and 
gooseberry  plants  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty 
and  was  fined  $100.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  371.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Sonderegger  Nurseries  and  Seed 
House,  Beatrice,  Nebr.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  currant  and  gooseberry 
plants  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
fined  $100.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  370.)
